Grady Hospital 

Something must be done to assure the early 
rebuilding of Grady hospital. The city no 
longer can afford to keep the institution in 
its present form and, whatever the means 
necessary, it must be replaced. If it is not, 
and the ultimate tragedy of fire strikes there, 
then the people of Atlanta must shoulder the 
responsibility for criminal neglect. 

Organized opposition twice has blocked pas- 
sage of a bond issue for Grady hospital. Now 
it must be the duty of the people of Atlanta, 
who have shown they overwhelmingly favor 
issuance of bonds, to organize to obtain pas- 
sage of a Grady bond issue as soon as it is 
humanly possible. 

The speed with which fire swept through 
the Taft hall section of the city auditorium 
should be lesson enough even to those who 
have opposed:passage of the bond issue. Grady 
is equally vulnerable and is, in addition, 
crammed with helpless people—people who 
can go to no other hospital, the aged and the 
blind, the lame and the halt, the mother and 
her babe, who must depend upon the city. All 
these and more are the charge of every At- 
lantan, not merely of the Grady board, not 
merely of the city government, not merely of 
big taxpayers, but of all persons, from the 
highest to the lowest in the city and the county. 

Grady should be one of the great medical 
centers of the world. It should provide all 
Georgia with highly trained men and women 
for health work. It should be a. model in- 
stitution, one of which Atlantans could be as 


proud as they are of their city’s position as 


the metropolis of the southeast. It should serve 
mankind well, it should heal the infirm, in 
safety, But it isn’t-any of these things. And 
when are we going to do something about it?

The Missing 850 

It ds unlikely that many, if any, of the 850 
Fulton and DeKalb county registrants for 
selective service: who have turned up “missing” 
at their supposed addresses, have deliberately 
sought by this.means to. dodge their duty to 
the nation. 

With the many street names of same or 
similar identity in the various post office areas 
of the two counties and with the likelihood to 
error or incompleteness in giving or recording 
addresses on registration day, it is not im- 


probable that 850 questionnaires sent through. . 


the mails should be returned for incomplete or 
incorrect addresses. 

It is probable, too, that by dint of a little 
simple detective work many of the addressees 
could be found. 

In any event, it is now the responsibility of 
those who do not receive. their questionnaires 
within the prescribed time limit to get in 
touch with their local draft boards and make 
sure they are not among the 850 missing. 

The law provides that each registrant is 
responsible for keeping in contact with his own 
board.. It provides, also, stiff penalties for any 
who gave deliberate misinformation when reg- 
istering. It is possible a few, in the two 
counties, are guilty in this respect. If so, they 
should be turned over to law enforcement 
authorities and examples made of them for the 


benefit of future registrants who may be 
tempted likewise,

Finland Faces Famine 

Just a year ago the. world was filled with 
praise for the glorious fight put up by Finland 
against the Soviet aggressor. That fight, then, 
was nearing its inevitable end but, though 
losers of the hopelessly unequal conflict, the 
heroic Finns gained glory that should be 
theirs through all the memory of mankind. 

Yet, today, so rapidly does the spotlight 
of drama shift in. this strange world, Finland 
seems almost forgotten. New heroes are play- 
ing their part upon the stage, the world is 
cheering the valiant Greeks and the agony of 
suspense awaits the outcome of the greater 
war between the free nations and the slave. 

It must no* be forgotten, however, that be- 
cause of the struggle in which she played so 
fine a part, Finland today is in pathetic plight. 

Fourteen per cent of her finest agricultural 
land was taken by. the victorious enemy. More 
than 400,000 of her people had to be transport- 
ed from the lost area, and new homes found 
for them. The war had worked havoc with 
her stores of food and the blockade of Europe 
has almost halted the inflow of necessary 
imports. 

The British are doing the best they can, 
granting navicerts, permits for free passage of 
Finnish ships laden with goods only for Fin- 
land, through the blockade. But there is heart- 
breaking delay. Incidentally, it is illuminating 
that not a single Finnish vessel, bound home 
with cargo for the Finns, has fallen into Ger- 
man hands. : 

The bitter Arctic winter is now upon the 
Finns. Thousands of them are improperly 
housed and ill clad, thousands can get little, 
if any, food. 

Finland, even when engaged in death strug- 
gle with a mighty neighbor, insisted upon pay- 
ing to the United States the regular installment 
on her old World War debt. 

Could not this nation fittingly allot to Fin- 
land a large portion of that as yet unused $50,- 
000,000 authorized by congress for the relief of 


suffering European nationalities? Other little | 


nations of Europe are too much under the 
control of Germany to make it the part of 
wisdom to help their hungry peoples. But Fin- 
land is away from Germany, Finland seems to 
have retained her independence and Finland 
deserves every dollar of help we can provide. 

Britain, undoubtedly, would gladly approve 
any help we can extend to Finland, with proper 
safeguallils, easily given in this case, that the 
help would not reach Germany either directly 
or indirectly. 


Sticks to the Job. 

Congress has. voted against adjournment. 
Although the motion to adjourn was backed 
by leaders of the majority party, sufficient 
Democrats refused to vote with their party to 
defeat the move, when combined with the solid 
Republican bloc against adjournment. 

On the whole, it is desirable that congress 
remain on the job during the continuous world 
emergency. Situations change so rapidly now- 
adays that no day can foreshadow what may 
be forthcoming tomorrow. 

One of the handicaps of a democracy is the 
inevitable slowness of congressional action. 
Ragrdless of the urgency of need for some act, 
there is inevitable delay due to parliamentary 
procedure and the unavoidable debate on the 
issue. If this delay is inevitable, it is all the 
more desirable that congress be ready to take 
up any issue and thus not cause further delay 
by the process of calling them in session and 
gathering them together once more. 

There are many things that can be done 
by executive order, but others must, under our 
system, have congressional approval. Congress, 
too, acts as a governor belt on the executive, 


keeping constant check and watch against any 
improper use of the executive power. 

Provided only that congress does not ob- 
struct vital items in the defense program, it is 
undoubtedly better for it to stay in session 
during times like these. 


Editorial Symposium 
ARGENTINA SEEKS A LOAN, 


Despite the fact that “hundreds of millions 
of American money has been sunk in the south- 


_ ern continent with scant prospect of return,” the 


request of Argentina for a $100,000,000 loan from 
the Export-Import Bank “may be on a different 
footing” because “the United States has a new 
stake in the prosperity of Latin America on ac- 
count of the European war,” reasons the PHILA- 
DELPHIA INQUIRER. 

On the other hand, the PROVIDENCE JOUR- 
NAL frankly questions the advisability of the 
loan, declaring that “Argentina’s continuing re- 
fusal to grant unrestricted import permits for 
American goods, despite a $20,000,000 credit .. . 
reveals that our trade relations with that South 
American nation are still on an unsatisfactory 
basis.” Looking at Argentina’s side is the MIL- 
WAUKEE JOURNAL, which scans the debt 
angle and declares, “the truly perplexing part is 
that we can’t buy very much from Argentina, be- 
cause we produce pretty much the same raw 
materials, . . . Indeed, the United States glumly 
enjoys the ‘least favored nation’ treatment by 
Argentina; we are at the bottom of the list... . 
But in all fairness, it is pretty hard to see how 
we can ‘blame Argentina.” 

In spite of ““Argentina’s trade difficulties . . . 
her credit was and is excellent—as good, or bet- 
ter, than that of any other Latin-American coun- 
try,’ points out the BALTIMORE SUN, which 
believes the final action on the loan will depend 
to a great extent upon “the terms and the meth- 
od of flotation” and adds the thought that “there 
are many considerations of general policy in favor 
of such aid to a republic which has been rather 
less apt than some other of our neighbors to fol- 
low the United States initiatives for co-opera- 


tion.” And the WASHINGTON POST argues that

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THE CAPITAL PARADE

LIGHT ON THE VICHY MYSTERY WASHINGTON, D. C., 

Nov. 21.— Occasionally 
explanation of a previously puzzling incident in the past will cast 
a bright light on the future, by giving an intelligible pattern to 
events. Such an explanation is now offered by high sources here, 
in the form of a tentative reconstruction of the mysterious deal- 
ings, some weeks ago, between Hitler and the Vichy government. 
It is of especial interest at the moment, in view of the vital impor- 
tance of France’s attitude in the great struggle for dominance of 
the Mediterranean. 


FRANCO LETS A CAT OUT Everyone must recall the mys- 

terious and apparently fruitless 
Uctober meetings between Hitler and the French leaders, old Mar- 
shal Petain and hi&® second in command, Pierre Laval. According 
to the tentative reconstruction above mentioned, the prelude to the 
meetings was a prolonged negotiation between Laval and the Ger- 
man ambassador gauleiter in Paris, Otto Abetz, with whom Laval 
established contact through his directeur de cabinet, Comte Fer- 
nand de Brinon, formerly Abetz’s chief French agent. 

Laval’s objects were to obtain permission for the Vichy gov- 
ernment to return to Paris, to achieve better general conditions 
within France and thus to score a triumph likely to advance his 
ambition to be supreme in the French state. Abetz’s object was to 
arrange some sort of Franco-German military collaboration. Nor 
was Laval inclined to boggle at guch a trifle, since his skin will 
not be worth a nickel’s purchase in the event of British victory. 

Thus a tentative deal was worked out, by which Laval got 
what he wanted, in return for permission for the Axis to use the 
French Mediterranean colonies as bases and a promise that the 
French fleet would “protect” these bases against British “aggres- 
sion.” Laval’s first meeting with Hitler followed. Assured of Hit- 
ler’s approval, Laval hurried back to Vichy, reported what he was 
doing to a cabinet meeting, but concealed the extent of the com- 
mitments he was offering the Germans. Marshal Petain and the 
other cabinet members, unaware of Laval’s deception, authorized 
him to. see Hitler again arid close his bargain. 

Fortunately, however, while Laval was reporting to the cabi- 
net at Vichy, Hitler was on the Spanish border presenting his de- 
mands to General Francisco Franco. Franco, whose country is in 
no condition to fight, heard with astonishment from Hitler the na- 
ture of Laval’s bargain. Feeling that Spain would have to do more 
than he wished if France was ready to do so much, he hastily 
queried his ambassador at Vichy, Lequerica. Lequerica promptly 
let Laval’s cat out of the bag to Marshal Petain, who stopped Laval 
dead in his tracks on his way to see Hitler, thus causing the curious 
delay in Laval’s journey from Vichy which was officially attributed 
to fog. Petain then undertook to see Hitler himself. And, while Pe- 
tain expressed perfect willingness to assent on France’s behalf to 
Hitler’s “new order in Europe,” he flatly refused the military col- 
laboration the Germans really desired. 


WILL PETAIN HOLD? The tentativeness of this reconstruc- 

tion of the past must, of course, be 
emphasized. Tentative though it is, however, it fits the facts and 
provides a rational background for present events. 

On the one hand, since their first disappointment, both Hitler 
and Laval have been working hard to bring the Vichy regime 
around. For his part, Laval has steadily increased his influence, by 
putting his creatures in subordinate positions all through the gov- 
ernment. There is now little doubt that he plans eventually to be 
the dictator of France. And, while Laval has sapped and mined at 
Vichy, Hitler has used both pressure and persuasion on Petain, of- 
fering gradual release of the French war prisoners, whose freedom 
is the old man’s dearest desire, and at the same time ordering the 
evacuation of Lorraine, threatening the evacuation of Lille and in- 
creasing the exactions of supplies in occupied France. 

Whether Petain will eventually give in, no one can predict. 
There are, however, several good signs on the other side of the 
balance sheet. For one thing, the French fleet has moved from Tou- 
lon to Bizerta on the African coast, obviously to be safe from a 
surprise German attempt to seize it. For another, Marshal Wey- 
gand, whose influence in the colonies is even greater than Petain’s, 
has refused a pressing invitation, proffered by a Laval emissary, 
to return to Vichy from French Africa. Weygand, so far, is follow- 
ing the Petain line. 

There is a simple explanation of these good signs. A close friend 
of Weygand’s, who reached this country recently, tells how he re- 
proached the Marshal for deserting the English in the last days of 
the French collapse, and how the Marshal answered grimly, “Ah, 
but we and the English will soon be reunited in defeat.” The con- 
viction that Britain would soon go under dominated the minds of 
all the more honest men of Vichy. Now their conviction has been 
proved groundless, and they are more determined to continue in 
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the attitude taken by Petain, and apparently also by Weygand. 
A few optimists think that this may mean ultimate re-entry 


into the war by the French colonial

With- 
out that training, they were told, nos;man could be a competqm, 
chief executive. The greenhorns would blunder into disaster. : 

Some hateful person might have answered that experience in 
public service gave us some of our most illustrious flops, but no- 
body did. The argument seemed convincing. It is part of our 
national creed that practice makes perfect and the day is saved by 
the man who knows how. | 

So let us give officeholders all due credit and respect, and 
concede that experience gives knowledge. Nevertheless, the fact 
remains that peoplé too easily convinced ‘by such an argument do 
themselves too little honor. " 

Let a cornfield lawyer be elected to the senate, and by the time 
he has learned to wear the right kind of shoes, he will begin to 
regard himself as a great man and Sincerely believe that no ordi- 
nary mortal could take his place. -He-is like the aristocrat who 
cannot tell why he is better than other people but simply knows 
that he is.

Blowing the nose in the ordi- 
nary way tends to increase con- 
gestion and stuffiness or obstruc- 
tion when coryza, rhinitis or in- 
flammation of the nasal lining is 
present; in the presence of in- 
fection it is dangerous, for it tends 
to force infective secretions (con- 
taining the germs) into the Eus- 
tachian tube and middle ear cav- 
a sinus. Probably 
many cases of middle ear inflam- 
mation and mastoiditis or sinusitis 
begin in this way. 

The best advice I can give about 
blowing the nose is “‘Don’t.” 


In any circumstance if you feel 
you must blow your nose in spite 
of my assurance that it is never 
necessary to do so, then at any rate 
the more gently you do it the bet- 
ter and it is better not to pinch 
the nostrils at all while blowing 
the nose. Remembering that the 
nasal passages are horizontal and 
extend straight back when you 
sit or stand erect, if you must 


‘blow your nose hold the handker- 
'chief or toilet paper just under, 
'not in contact with the nose and 


bend the head forward and 
breathe out through the nose just 
forcibly enough to aid drainage.

Baths, never very desirable for 
dogs, shouldn’t be given at all in 
winter.

You'll know it by his-shiv- 
ering and sneezing, his dry _ nose, 
his “poor me” look, his lack of 
appetite.. 

Make him warm and comfort- 
able and give him one to two tea- 
spoonfuls of sirup of buckthorn.

In 1907, many Southern teams were unable to compete 
with Vanderbilt University’s hired semi-professional and pro- 
fessional players, and they began using outside players or 
ringers. 

This period was known as the “‘ringér season.” 


Although ringers appeared from time to time un- 
til 1920, they dropped off considerably when Au- 
burn, which did not use ringers, defeated Vandy in 
1913 by 14 to 6. Most Southern schools from that 
time on discontinued use of outside players. 


There always has been a great spirit at the Loveliest 
Village of the Plains. Through the years alumni have been 
kind and considerate to the coaches. 


Everybody likes a winner, but Auburn doesn’t 
demand a winner. Instead, the boys. take on a 
strong opponent every Saturday and let the chips 
fall where they may. 

There never is,any alibi on the Plains, either. If it 
happens, as it did this season, that a couple of first-string 
tackles unexpectedly are knocked out of action, no pub- 
licity is given to it. 

No one outside Auburn knew, for instance, that 
Chester Bulger had gone down with Brill’s fever 
and couldn’t play against S. M. U. No one realized 
that Auburn had lost the three best tackles for weeks. 
There was a good reason for not knowing it. Auburn 

doesn’t publicize its tough luck. 

No great ado has been made over the fact that Auburn 
hasn’t had its great fullback, Rufus Deal, since the early 
minutes of the Tech game. 

Auburn takes on the best, Saturday after Saturday, and 
does the best it can. Which, in most cases, is good enough. 

The Auburns are now in the midst of a 
Long Haul 2,242-mile trip, longest of the 1940 


season. The first stop was at Lynchburg, Va., today for 

practice. The next important stop will be tomorrow after- 

noon at Boston.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—(4)—The United States Golf Associa- 
tion announced today what should be a popular change in the 
program of its national open championship. Beginning with next 
year’s tournament at the Colonial Club, Fort Worth, Texas, 
June 5-7, former champions will be exempt from sectional quali- 
fying rounds and will be automatically eligible for the champion- 
ship proper upon filing their entries. 

Previously exemptions had taken in only the 30 low scorers 
and ties in the previous year’s championship and the home club 
pro. Starting in 1942, in order to leave a sufficient number of 
places for the sectional qualifiers, this group will be cut to the 
25-low scorers and ties.

‘mysteriously as a conductor of | 
‘heat has been the _ subject of 
| many experiments recently by P. 
'L. Kapitza, director of the Insti- 
tute of Physical. Problems in Mos- 
cow. The experiments were made 
‘with liquid helium at extremely 
|low temperatures and proved the 
‘presence of powerful heat-trans- 
'mitting currents. The thermal 
‘conductivity of helium is 1,000 | 
'times greater than that of copper. 
This thermal conductivity is ob- 
served only when liquid helium is 
'in motion. Kapitza demonstrated 
‘that in a state of rest liquid he- 
‘lium conducts less heat than do 
_ other substances. The super-con- 
ductivity, he suggests, is due to 
unusally rapid eddy crrents in the 


mass.
